HANOVER (N. H.) June 16.—A 
student quarrel over whisky today 
resulted in the killing of Henry E. 
Maroney of Medford, Mass., a senior 
at Dartmouth college, and the ar- 


rest of Robert T. Meads of La 
Grange, III., a junior, charged with 
murder. 

Meads fied 1 the shooting, 
which occurred at Maroney’s rooms 
in the Theta Delta Chi fraternity 
house. While a possesse of students 
was searching for him he walked 
twelve miles to Mascoma station and 
boarded a train for Boston. He was 


Claude M. Murray, who took from 
him an automatic pistol and ob- 
tained a confession in which Meads 
naserted he fired in self-defense. 

When arraigned here Meads 
waived examination, and was held 
without bail for the September 
grand jury. 

He was taken to the County Jail 
at Woodville. He announced his 
defense would be directed by his fa- 
ther, A. H. Meads, of Chicago, an 
attorney 

Meade’ contention that he acted 
in self-defense was not supported by 
details given by others. Early state- 
ments to the college authorities that 
a visit to Meads's room early this 
morning by Maroney and other stu- 
dents had no connection with liquor 
were disputed by subsequent state- 
menta,

hotels receiveg something of a 
bump during the Republican Na- 
tional Convention, due to wide- 
spread impressions that rooms 
would be scarce and the prices pro- 
nibitive.

Governor Refuses to Act in 
Road Building Crisis. 


Accuses Auto Club Officials of 
Trying to Dictate. 


Passes up Entire Question to 
an Initiative Vote. 


— 


Charging H. W. Keller, secretary 
ef the Automobile Club of South- 
ern California, with having made 
“offensive insinuations” and with 
“attempting to dictate to the chosen 
officials of the State, Gov. Steph- 
ens, in a letter to Mr. Keller, made 
publi¢ yesterday, denied a request 
that he should halt State highway 
construction without waiting for an 
initiative vote in November on that 
question, and on the matter of in- 
creasing the rate of interest on 
highway bonds. The letter is in 
reply to one from the Automobile 
Club, through Mr. Keller, statin 
that to go ahead with highway 
work at present prices for materials 
and labor will entail] a los of 
$20,000,000 and will jeopardize im- 
portant road projects. 

The Governor's communication 1 
es follows: 

SACRAMENTO, June 15, 1920. 
Mr. H. W. Keller, 

Los Angeles, California. 

Dear Sir: 

Your unofficial letter of June 1 
shows a purposeful misunderstind- 
ing on your part of the, statement I 
gave to the press, and would be un- 
deserving of a reply, but for two 
considerations which rise superior 
even to your offensive insinuations. 

These considerations are the reai 
Importance of the subject, which 
you so complacentiy seek to deter- 
mine for the people of California, 
and a real regard and‘ respect for 
the many thousands of earnest 
members of the automobile asrocia- 
tions, who, I am convinced, aré en- 
tirely unaware of the officiousness 
with which an accredited represent- 
ative of theirs & seeking to dictate 
to the chosen officials of the State. 

The Automobile Club of Southern 
California is a worthy organization. 
Ite members, with hundreds of whom 
I have an intimate personal acquain- 
tance, are of the highest type of 
citizenship. They and their opinions 
deserve and have the respect of ali 
men. Their suggestions and recom- 
mendations in the matter of high- 
Way construction are especially in- 
vited by the Governor and by the 
Highway Commission, who will at 
all times give them the fullest con- 
sideration. However, with the r- 
sonal knowledge I have I am Yors 
the tone of your letter was not war- 
ranted by the actual sentiment and 
attitude of the rank and file of the 
membership, else complaints from 
your fellow-members alone of your 
“rule or ruin” conduct of affairs 
would not be so frequent. 
Permit me to suggest to you that 
the roads and highways of Califor- 
nia belong to the entire people of 
the State The matter of their route 
and construction ig the business of 
the people of the State. They will 
be built whenever the people of Cal- 
ifornia shall determine, and . not 
otherwise. The argument of cost and 
expediency is one to be addressed to 
the electorate of the State. But 
when they have determined to 80 
ahead, so long as I am Governor of 
the State it will not be given into the 
power of any private individual to 
thwart the will of the people. Nor, 
on the other hand, wil] any venom- 
ous attacks upon the Highway Com- 
mission of the State, whose a¢com- 
Plishments are a matter of pride to 
the people, nor any attempt to satisfy 
private pique or rancor at their ex- 
deter — one moment, in 

urpose of keeping the 
the public fastened on the 8 — * 
are of real importance. 

At this time the highway bonds 
of California have become unsalable 
in the money markets, and the work 
of construction must soon be stopped 
or measures adopted for making the

rate the interest 

am mindful of the high cost «f 
this character of work, due to the 
abnormal economic conditions pre- 
vailing throughout the world. I 
also recognize that California in bor- 
rowing money cannot hope to obtain 
it on better terms than the United 
States government, and that the con- 
sequent raising of the interest rate 
will impose a somewhat heavier bur- 
den upon our people. Becausc of 
these conditions, highway construc- 
tion has been cut in half and will 
be further curtailed to the lowest 
point consistent with the fulfillment 
of contracts and obligations already 
undertaken. 

There is constantly present in my 
mind the unprecedented majority 
vote cast by the people only last 
July for highway constructian. With 
my abiding faith in our people and 
a devotion to the laws of the State. 
I shall welcome an initiative peti- 
tion to the end that all the peopis 
of California shall determine tor 
themselves the question of increascu 
interest rate on their own bonds and 
by the same vote determine thc mat - 
ter of further construction. 

The people in the exercise of their 
initiative rights have made no seri- 
ous errors. It matters little how 
much you may dislike the initia. e 
or any particular decision that the 
people may. make, but it does mat- 
ter much that in this free govern- 
ment of ours, founded on laws and 
principles, and not men, that neither 
you nor I shall presume to dictate 
to our people, nor take unto our- 
selves too much the function of de- 
termining for them.

ITH a compromise offered yes- 
terday by the Board of Edu- 
cation to the teachers of the 

city schools in which the original 
readjustment of salaries was changed 
sO as to give the teachers a blanket 
increase of $300 a year each in the 
elementary and high schools, the 
fight waged by the teaching body 
against the board came virtually to 
a close last night. a 

While another mass meeting of 
teachers will be heid tomorrow in 
rinity Auditorium, which fur- 
her action will be ussed. con- 
servative members of the teaching 
staff belleve that the only move 
which will result will be the an- 
nouncement of plans to ask the 
State Legislature to increase the tax 
maximum next year. 

The teachers did not get all they 
demanded, but the schoo! board did 
agree to a part of the Instructors’ 
program in addition to that which 
they had already granted. Thepre- 
vious rises in salagies were graded 
from 3180 up to $300, according to 
ithe position. Under the compro- 
mise each teacher, except the kin- 
dergarten, gets a fiat increase of 
$300 irrespective of place. To raise 
this extra money the board will 
ask that the tax levy be raised from 
46 to either 47 or 47% cents. The 
teachers wanted it raised to 50. The 
board also agreed to the teachers 
request that the time which a teach- 


ler must serve to attain the Maximum 


salary be restored to ten years, in- 
stead of the twelve epecified under 
the new schedule, 

The scheduled — of the 
teachers was pref y a. call 
from Supt.

Mrs. A Asks Diveres on 
Statutory Grounds.

Mrs. Jennie E. Jewell, one of 
the central figures in Pomona 
Valley’s mutilation case, yester- 
day filed suit for a divorce from 
George M. Jewell, the physical 
victim of Leonard Hargraves 
revenge.

HE JONES MARINE BILL. — 

The Jones Merchant Marine Bill, which 
by act of Congress has now become a law, 
is an opportune and effective measure to 
protect the rapidly growing shipping indus- 
try of America. It will not only aid the 
shipping interests of the country generally 
to meet foreign competition, but will di 
rectly benefit the port of Los Angeles. As 
a result of the bill the Los Angeles-Pacific 
Navigation Company is preparing to double 
its fleet plying between this port and trans- 
Pacific points. , 

Until recently the American participation 
in foreign ocean shipping has been small 
and in many cases Americans have been 
worsted in competition with shipping com- 
panies of other countries. Deferred re 
bates, refusal of space accommodation, coer. 
| clon in marine insurance writing and other 
practices have placed American shipping in 
many instances at a disadvantage. The 
Jones bill was intended to correct this con- 
dition. | 

Under the new law the Shipping Board 
and the Secretary of Commerce are em- 
powered to bar from American ports ships 
under foreign flags that practice the de- 
ferred rebate system, the use of warships 
and other methods which have been un- 
fairly used against Americans. ' 

The chief protective clause of the law. 
which provides preferential rail rates, is 
not without precedent. Japan and Germany 
have had in effect a scale of inland freight 
rates on a basis lower, when applied to ex- 
port or import traffic carried on vessels 


regular rates. 

The Jones measure provides for similar 
preferential proportional rail rates in con- 
nection with ships owned and operated by 
Americans. As a safeguard in case of emer- 
gency or scarcity of cargo space the bill 
gives the Interstate Commerce Commission 
authority to apply the lower rates to ships 
under foreign flags. : 

Under existing conditions there appears 
to be no danger that the bill will affect the 
free movement of export or import traffic 
through Pacific Coast ports for the reason 
that there is at this time ample American 
tonnage to take care of the traffic. The 
building of more American ships fpr use in 
foreign trade will, moreover, be stimulated. 

The Jones bill stipulates that shipping 
companies must have all their stock owned 
by citizens of the United States in order to 
be considered strictly American corpora- 
tions. For the purpose of operating ships 
exclusively in foreign trade the bill stipu- 
lates that companies must have at least 75 
per cent of their stock owned by citizens 
of the United States. | 

It is also provided that regulatory con- 
trol be placed in the hands of the Shipping 
Board to facilitate enforcement of the law 
and to make it possible to change rules and 
regulations for the purpose of dealing with 
unfair competitive methods or conditions 
arising in connection with any particular 
trade route. 

Six years ago only 10 per cent of the 
world’s merchant marine was operated un- 
der the flag of the United States. At this 
time the American Merchant Marine rep- 
resents 32 per cent of the total tonnage.

and to listen to the dark prophecies of the 
losers ig to become convinced that the tick- 
et selected can never win. 

Hearst is always to the forefront of new 


trained claquers to the Republican and 
Democratic conventions for the sole pur- 
pose of stirring up trouble and mobilizing 
discontent. He sometimes heads the move- 
ments himself, provided they do not threat- 
en to become too expensive. Hearst and 
La Follette are in their element when it 
comes to awakening distrust and fomenting 
discord; and they seem to have concluded 
that the Democratic convention isa’t going 
to do anything worth while, so they might 
as well get their new party started at once.

They 
regard the rightful owners as profiteering 
middlemen and seek to eliminate them. 
Senator Walsh is himself a “member of 4 
labor union and he is suggested ag Vice- 
President by reason of his influence in 
union-labor ranks. 


La Follette and Walsh, with Hearst for 


campaign manager, would give Debs a close 
race for last place. It is possible that some 
of the Fourth Party talk is intended to in- 
timidate the San Francisco convention; but 
if a Fourth Party were to be formed there 
would be no occasion for Republicans to wor- 
ry. It would poll many votes that would go to 
the Democratic party if it were not in the 
feld: and its leaders are so well-known to 
Republicans that they would get but few 
Republican votes.

We believe that such an inter- 
national asscciation must be based upon international justice and 
must provide methods which shall maintain the rule of public right 
by the development of law and the decision of impartial courts 
and which shall secure instant and general taternational conference 
whenever peace shall be threatened, so that the nations pledged 

to do and insist upon what is just and fair may exercise their in- 
_ fluence and power for the prevention of war. | 


This describes exactly what the League of Nations with the Lodge 
reservations does, except as the judicial features of the League need im- 
prevement. it declares for an agreement among nations to preserve the 
peace of the world. How” First, by provision for judicial settlement ef 
disputes capable of such settlement. 7 

Second, by instant international conference whenever peace is threat- 
ened of nations PLEDGED TO DO AND INSIST UPON what is just and 
fair, and to exercise “their influence and POWER” for the prevention of 
war. This means the recommendations of fair compromises in nonjus- 
ticlable controversies by the League of Nations, by their pledged 
insistence and the use of their influence and er. It is Article XVI 
and preceding articles strongly appraved by Senator Root. The second 
paragraph introduces the reservation of Article X as follows: 

We believe that all this can be done without the compromise 

of national importance, without depriving the ef the United 

States in advance of the right to determine for themselves what is 

just and fair when the occasion arises and without involving them 

as participants and not as peace makers in a multitude of quarrels 

the merits cf which they are unable to judge. oo : 

Article X bound the United States with the other members t up 
bold against forcible aggression the territorial integrity and existing po- 
litical independence of every member of the League with force of arms 
if need be and without regard to the merits of the controversy. The ma- 
jority (and indeed minority of the Democrats) destroyed 
this positive obligation and left it ta Congress to decide its course when 
the occasion arose, and this is just what the above words provide. 

The platform continues to animadvert on Article X as follows:“ 

“The ccvenant signed by the President at Paris signally failed to ac- 
complish this great purpose and contains stipulations not only intolerable 
for independent people, but certain to produce the hostility and 
controversy among naticns which it proposed to prevent.”

Fruit Growers and Packers 
Discuss Their Problems. 


Powell Urges Careful Picking 
and Better Packing. 


Says Carelessness Means Big 
Loss Daily to Industry. 


Careless or incompetent field in- 
spectors were severely arraigned 
yesterday at a meeting of 800 citrus 
fruit’ growers and packers to dis- 
euss lemon and orange decay ia 
Hall, delegations being

General Manager Powell of the

pointed out that hundreds of car- 
loads of lemons were held back 
frem shipment at the proper time 


and that they are selling at low 
prices now. He voiced his disap- 


proval of letting the fruit hang on 
the tree for the sake of bigger sizes, 
stating that picking every thirty 
days should be practiced. 

“We need a serious reconsidera- 
tion of picking operations,” he de- 
clared, “we must pick at the right 
time and ship at the proper time. 
The community is hopeless which 
attributes lemon decay to the char- 
acter of the fruit. You growers 
and packers may as well know that 
the inherent weakness is not in the 
fruit, it is in some other place. We 
need a revival of the appreciation 
— 1 handling in the packing 
0 uit.“ 


Mr. Powell and C. C. Teague| 


gave it as their opinion that many 
associations lose money because of 
carelessness in picking and packing. 
In some cases, they declared, field 

ectors are incapable of detect- 
ing stem punctures and clipper cuts, 
while in other cases associations 
pack fruit while it is still damp. 
Both experts agreed that sound fruit 
will stand up for a long time if 
shipped under fair conditions. Mr. 


Teague came out strongly for better 


inspection in the field gangs, and all 
the speakere agreed that the grow- 


er should not do his own picking. 


Mr. Powell inted out that one 


association suffered an 8&8 per cent; 


decay in shipments, whereas a 
neighboring association, exercising 
more careful methods, shipped a 


similar number of cars and suffered 
only a 4% per cent loss from deway, 


the former organization getiing 
2.05 F. o. b., while the latter received 
3.03 per box. 

In conclusion Mr. Powell stated 
that qne shipper, who has experi- 


enced only a £ par cent decay on a 


very heavy lot of fruit this year, as- 
serted he accomplished the result 
because he did every day that which 
he knew had to be done. After 
calling attention to the fact that 
noticeable decay in a shipment 
means a discount of from $1.50 to 
$2 a box, Mr. Powell gave it as his 
firm conviction that the co-operative 
association could well afford to pay 
5 cents more per box to secure 
proper inspection and better pack- 
ing-house methods and thus elimi- 
— losses now suffered because of 
ecay. 

The matter of adopting a uniform 
picking sack and improving the 
fruit clipper was discussed, but no 


was reached. Mr. Teague, who is 
the owner of the world’s greatest 


ve, 
packing from various angles. He 
stated that the bonus system in 
picking is productive of liability, due 
to carelessness in handling fruit. 
but that it can be successfully op- 
erated, under proper inspection.
